N a@ letter personally answered, 4 
whan writes about insomnia, saying 


he does not sleep a wink. He says’ 


he knows, because he hears the clock 
strike every hour. To this letter the 
following is my reply: 
Complete sleeplessness is the ‘most 
fatal of all diseases. Pneumonia kills 
in one week, typhoid fever in one month, 
rapid consumption in one year, com- 
| plete sleeplessness kills in five days. No 
| one has ever survived longer than that. 
Pneumonia kills one-fourth of those 
| having it, .typhoil fever one-tenth, con- 
Complete in- 


sumption, perhaps a half. 
somnia kills all who have it. Therefore 
the statement “complete insomnia iis 
the most fatal of all diseases.” 

This correspondent is an honest man. 
He meant to tell the truth. How can his 
statement and mine both be true, for I 
am likewise trying to tell*the truth? A 
man may know when he is awake, but 
how is he to know when he is asleep? 
There are sixty minutes in an hour. A 
man could hear the clock strike every 
aour and still sleep fifty-nine minutes 
out of sixty. Or a light sleeper while 
sleeping could hear the clock strike hour- 
ly, count the strokes, recognize the time, 
and never wake up. Sounds strike on 
the ears during sleep. The impulse then 
Started travels up to-the brain. During 
the d st sleep these sound impressions 
are not consciously registered. After 
the period of deep sleep sounds make 
considerable impression on the brain.

AGAINST BPER AS MEDICINE. 

| Chicago, May 4.—[Editor of The Trib- 
| une.)J—In your yesterday's a physi- 
cian defends heer as a medicine and 
therefore you will perhaps allow me 
to cite in a few words the reason for 
my statement that beer has no medicinal 
value, 

The only experiments ever made on 
this subject have been made in London 
under the direction of the Medical Re- 
search Council of Great Britain. Many 
of the experiments were made in the gar- 
dens of the Zoological society of London. 
We fed pigeons, monkeys, guinea pigs, 
and other animals on beer, using the 
finest and freshest specimens obtainable, 
some having only been brewed the pre- 
vious day, and we have experimentally 
found that it is perfectly .useless either 
to prevent or cure disease or to maintain 
normal growth. 

We have even removed. the alcohol from 
it in some experiments in order that the 
action of that poison might be excluded, 
and we found the residue, even thus given 
the best chance, to be useless also. 


In the letter which you published yes-. 


terday it is said ‘“‘ no unprejudiced person 
can deny that an extract from hops and 
malt is a most valuable appetizer and 
general tonic,”” I deny this in the name 
of scientific experiment. Hops is nota 
tonic, but a narcotic, its active principle, 
lupulin, is known to pharmacologists all 
over the world as a typical narcotic and 
has been used to produce sleep. . Malt is 
a most valuable substance, but in the 
production of beer the brewer robs the 
malt of its precfous ingredients. 

It has been well proved, not least at 
Johns Hopkins university, that vitamins 
are invaluableg for healthy growth and 
as medicine for the cure of certain dis- 
eases. Malt and yeast are-rich in vita- 
mins, but by the time the brewer has 
done his work all the vitamins ard de- 
stroyed, as our London experiments, pub- 
lished in the Journal of the Institute of

Poor stands that 
are usually credited to the failure of 
the seed to germinate is due in most 
cases to the fact that the seeds have 
been destroyed by mice.

Soak 
the grain eight or ten hours. 

Place a few spoonfuls of the bait 
near each hill. In order to protect birds 
the safest plan is to cover the bait with 
a shingle or boat. The bait may also 
be placed in tin cans with the edges 
mashed together, leaving an opening 
large enough for the mice to enter. 
The mice will hide under the boards 
or in cans and find the bait.
